The Immaculate Conception 


Having decided from all eternity make Mary 
mother the Incarnate Word (Epistle), God willed 
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THE ELEVATION THE HOST 
From Mass Prayers Rev. Garesché, S.J. 


that she should crush the head the serpent from the 
moment her conception. covered her “with 
mantle holiness” (Introit) and made her soul 
“which preserved from all stain, worthy dwelling 
place for His Son” (Collect). 

The feast the “Conception” the Virgin was, 
from the eighth century, celebrated the East 
December from the ninth century Ireland 
May and the eleventh century England 
December The Benedictines with St. Anselm, and 
the Franciscans with Duns Scotus (1308) favored the 
feast the Immaculate Conception, which 1128 was 
kept Anglo-Saxon monasteries. 

the fifteenth century Pope Sixtus IV, Francis- 
can, erected the Vatican the Sistine chapel honor 
the Conception the Virgin. And December 
1854, Pius officially proclaimed this great dogma, 
making himself the mouthpiece all the Christian 
tradition summed the words the “Hail 
Mary, full grace, the Lord with thee, blessed 
art thou among women” (Gospel). “Thou art all 
beautiful, Mary, and the original stain not 
thee” says truth the alleluja verse. 

Like the dawn which announces the day (Com- 
munion), Mary precedes the star which will soon 
illumine the world souls. Bringing her Son, 
she who first appears the liturgical cycle. 

Let ask God “to heal and deliver from 
all our sins” (Secret, Postcommunion) order that 
the graces which specially belong the feast 
the “Immaculate” may become more worthy 
receiving Jesus our hearts when comes into them 
December 25.

the early centuries the Church the faithful 
prepared themselves for solemn festivals the reci- 
tation the “Vigils” the present matins, the triple 
division which corresponded the night watches 
(vigilie) the Romans. The “most holy night 
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Christmas” (Collect) all that remains this practice. 

The Midnight Mass specially recalls the temporal 
birth Jesus the coming grace: “Mary brings 
forth her first-born Son” (Gospel). reminds also 
the eternal birth the Word “begotten before the 
dawn ages” (Gradual and Communion) Who shall 
manifest Himself all the elect when, the end 
the world, shall take place glorious appearance 
the great God” (Epistle). 

Finally, the spiritual birth Christ our 
souls, which shows itself the exercise virtues: 
“let pursuers good works” (Epistle) “that 
may found like unto Jesus, whom the human 
nature united the divine” (Secret). 

Let born the divine life earth partic- 
ipating “in the holy mysteries the birth our Lord, 
that may enjoy eternal life heaven” (Collect 
and Postcommunion). 


Second Mass Dawn 


The Mass dawn was celebrated Rome the 
old church St. Anastasia the only parish situated 
the center ancient Rome the district inhabited 
the wealthy classes. was situated the foot 
the Palatine where the resided, and was conse- 
quently the church the high officials the court. 
was therefore chosen for celebration the second 
Christmas Mass. The name this saint mentioned 
the Canon the Mass. 

St. Anastasia, holy widow, was burned alive dur- 
ing the Diocletian persecution this very day, 
December 25. 

The liturgy the Mass makes “hail with joy 
the holy King Who cometh” (Communion), “the Lord 
who born us” (Introit), “the Infant lying the 
manger” (Gospel). 

tells that “He Who was born man this day 
shown forth also God” (Secret), for “the 
Word made flesh” (Collect). shall called 
(Introit), and “is from everlasting” (Offertory). 

But specially reminds that this double mani- 
festation the Christ-man His coming grace 
and the Christ-God His coming glory should 
reproduce itself within us. “The goodness and kind- 
ness God, our Savior, appeared, that being justified 
the grace Jesus Christ may heirs life 
everlasting” (Epistle), “that the coldness our 
human nature may overcome” (Postcommunion), 
that may “renovated the Holy Ghost” 
(Epistle), and “that bestowing upon that which 
divine (Secret). The light faith which shineth 
our minds, may show itself all the splendor our 
actions (Collect). 

With the shepherds, whom the Lord manifested 
the Incarnation His Son, “let with haste” 
(Gospel) and adore the crib, which the Altar, the 
Word, born eternity His heavenly Father, born 
earth Mary, and who should born increasingly 
our souls grace. 
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Third Mass 

Like Midnight Mass, the Mass the day 
celebrated the great Basilica St. Mary Major, 
which represents Bethlehem Rome, and where 
portions the crib our Savior are venerated. 

The Gospel this Mass sums all the liturgy 
the Christmas season, which manifests the 
triple filiation Christ. With regard Father 
God, His birth eternal: “In the beginning the Word 
was with God.” man temporal: “The Word was 
made flesh.” living the Church, which His 
mystical body, spiritual: “As many received 
Him, them gave power made the Sons 

The Mass the day dwells, however, more 
especially the generation the Word. “All things 
were made Him” “it was Him that 
God made the world” “the world and the 
fullness thereof Thou hast founded” (Offertory). Also 
invites “the nations come and adore the Lord” 
(Alleluja) and shows “the Angels who adore 
“the Kings who adore Him” (Last Gospel).

Editor’s Note. There has been a tendency to neglect oral reading. Miss 
Canty’s careful discussion of the problem indicates the place of oral and 
silent reading the curriculum, and states the values oral reading 
the schoolroom and in life. Every elementary-school teacher could profit 
by reading this article. 

modern school program, what extent the 
teaching oral reading justifiable? Formerly 

reading was the only kind reading studied 
the schools. late, the importance silent reading 
has been stressed much that some cases oral 
reading has been almost eliminated. advocating 
revision reading methods, O’Brien says: 

“While printing has revolutionized the conditions 
for the spread ideas and the general means edu- 
cation, yet the school under the sway custom and 
tradition has preserved almost intact the curriculum 
reading the centuries past, with its sole stress 
upon oral exhibition, spite the fact that the ob- 
jective conditions which that curriculum 
was constructed now longer exist. The subject 
reading, like all other branches the curriculum, 
tends, with the lapse time, become petrified 
constant revision, modification, and adaptation meet 
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down from heaven from Thy royal throne” (Wisd. xviii. 
14, 15).

employed pedagogical literature, the term 
signifies essentially process thought ac- 
quisition. Webster defines the verb “read” follows: 
“To over, characters words, and utter aloud, 
recite oneself inaudibly.” 

The word “reading” derived from the Anglo-Sax- 
“redan,” meaning get give counsel from 
book. The Roman term “lectio” from “lego,” gath- 
er, implied gathering choosing from what was writ- 
ten and approximates the modern conception effec- 
tive reading. 

the reading process, the securing meaning 
fundamental. Silent reading takes place without vocal- 
ization. Oral reading requires the use the organs 
speech. general, the function oral reading that 
interpreting written printed symbols for others. 
consists getting the thought and experiencing the 
feelings the author and then conveying the same 
pictures, thoughts, and feelings another. 

Oral reading differs from silent reading, also, the 
mental processes involved. silent reading, the visual

with the auditory image, which turn causes re- 
cognition the idea represented the symbol. The 
final link the verbal-motor expression. view 
the fact that silent reading much shorter process 
than that oral reading and constitutes the major 
part adult reading, pertinent inquire why 
the teaching oral reading still constitutes im- 
portant part modern program. 

seeking answer this query, may noted 
that the importance oral reading the modern cur- 
riculum is, certain extent, matter educational 
tradition, being heritage from the time when vocal 
instruction constituted the most important means for 
the dissemination knowledge before the invention 
printing. During long period evolution, the 
technique oral reading has reached high degree 
perfection. the other hand, the teaching silent 
reading matter recent development the result 
scientific investigations, and its mode procedure 
still being modified make more teachable. 


Value Oral Reading 


view the ardent advocacy the exclusive 
teaching silent reading many educators, discus- 
sion the advantages and disadvantages oral read- 
ing modern curriculum opportune. Oral reading 
has certain distinct values which entitle legit- 
imate place modern educational program. Among 
the most important values may mentioned facilitat- 
ing the learning process the early stages reading 
instruction. The pupil’s progress oral language 
capitalized stressing the association between the 
visual form word and its sound which the 
meaning has been previously attached. Reading, then, 
consists the stimulation the visual imagery which 
turn arouses the auditory and articulatory elements. 

addition utilizing the familiar element 
speech, oral reading test the knowledge vis- 
ual word forms. pupil’s failure pronounce word 
reveals the teacher obstacle getting the 
thought. Pronunciation new words whose meaning 
can determined from the context silent reading 
safeguard against mispronunciations which betray 
lack scholarship. Also, unfamiliar words are more 
readily learned when they are heard well seen. 

Oral reading also test the order the pupil’s 
eye movement. When pupil reads the selection orally, 
the teacher readily knows the pupil reading the 
words their proper order. Fluency and freedom from 
repetitions also indicate, general way, the degree 
understanding the author’s meaning. From the 
fact that pupils who well oral reading also 
well silent reading, Stone draws the conclusion that 
the development smooth, fluent oral reading the 
primary grades important aid the development 
proper eye-movement habits silent reading. Al- 
though correct oral reading not infallible proof 
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comprehension, nevertheless, mispronunciations, the 
misplacing words, and wrong emphasis are signs 
lack comprehension the selection. For the pri- 
mary grades, this objective character oral reading 
great importance, inasmuch the difficulty 
writing limits written tests comprehension very 
narrow scope. Oral reading also great value 
teaching foreigners. Each language has its character- 
istic cadences which must acquired hearing 
correct models. The lack expression observable 
the oral reading deaf children may attributed 
their inability hear correct models speech. Oral 
reading more natural than silent reading the early 
stages the reading process because conforms 
the general law psychophysics, which every sen- 
sory stimulus terminates motor reaction. Lip 
movement most decided the beginning, illustrat- 
ing the unnecessary expenditure energy which char- 
acterizes the initial steps the acquisition any art. 
the end the first grade, many the pupils have 
outgrown naturally the stage lip movement the 
polliwog dispenses with its tail developing into 
frog. The remainder the class can more readily 
trained eliminate lip movements after some skill 
has been acquired than the initiation the process.

Besides serving means learning read, oral 
reading has social value stimulating thought 
others. Under modern conditions life, oral reading 
generally limited the reading prepared ad- 
dresses for various social, professional, business or- 
ganizations.

Catholic schools, the text- 
books are complete harmony with Catholic faith 
and practice, views, and principles. non-Catholic 
schools, whether public private, such harmony 
found. All textbooks, except arithmetics, have 
bearing religion and general may said that 
they are anti-Catholic. This may not intended but 
fact. Most them pervert the mind im- 
plications that bring about wrong deductions even- 
tually. Sometimes done elimination. But one 
example: popular geography much use outside 
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parochial schools when speaking about industry, 
literacy, wealth, beauty, etc. all desirable and praise- 
worthy things—the phrase “The country 
dominantly Protestant” added wherever may 
appropriately done. is, however, never remarked 
when country predominantly Catholic even 
when the country question entirely Catholic. This 
one the sources the inferiority complex always 
found among those Catholics who missed Catholic 
education Catholic schools. Other disciplines, like 
history, offer still greater opportunities disseminate 
wrong tenets and views. Parents who send their chil- 
dren non-Catholic neutral schools choice 
necessity cannot escape the duty examine the text- 
books and provide such correctives may neces- 
sary neutralize harmful influences upon the mind. 
many cases, the parents may not able 
scrutinize the textbooks used higher institutions 
learning which are mostly need it, but their 
Catholic instinct they have any left will make 
them sense what right wrong and may induce 
them seek information from those who are able 
impart it. Much the liberalism and other “isms” 
frequently encountered among educated Catholics may 
traced improper textbooks and their explanation. 


Educational Extension 


Educational extension outside the schools the 
air. Adult education, part-time education, extension, 
reading and correspondence courses are extensively 
advertised and are seemingly much demand the 
frequent reprints attest. general, may said, 
that the efforts being made educational institutions 
and libraries are praiseworthy. They undoubtedly 
bring knowledge the masses who have left school. 
the other hand, may also maintained that they 
are means disseminate falsehood and error. What 
was said about textbooks also applies the material 
used extension courses that have religious moral 
aspect. Still more dangerous are some the subjects 
treated reading courses and the bibliographies ac- 
companying them. Not much has been written about 
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these from Catholic viewpoint although thousands 
Catholics use them. Among the hundred reading 
courses lying before me, very few, outside those that 
are strictly technical, could unreservedly recom- 
mended Catholic youth adults. They were pub- 
lished the Bureau Education, American 
Library Association, state library associations, colleges, 
and public libraries. Though containing much valu- 
able material, their common faults are that they treat 
subjects from liberal and heretical point view. 
Catholic writers are almost entirely excluded. Among 
the few books included which treat Catholic sub- 
jects, are just those that are the /ndex. They present 
purely speculative opinions metaphysical truths 
entirely out keeping with Catholic dogma. Among 
the different reading courses intended for the general 
public, those published the Office Educa- 
tion and the American Library Association are the 
best. Most the others are trash. The reading courses 
published Catholics are exceedingly few. The reason 
for the great demand reading courses seems 
the popularity subjects like psychoanalysis, psy- 
chology, child study and training, modern tendencies 
education, evolution, history religion, sex, etc. 
They certainly require the watchfulness Catholic 
parents and educators. Especially our educators and 
publishers should interest themselves this matter 
writing and publishing reading courses about the 
subjects mentioned and many others. Catholics would 
use them and curiosity would prompt many others 
learn the other side. Catholic books and pamphlets 
would extensively advertised and non-Catholic 
librarians would have something offer 
Catholic patrons who ask their advice. Unless 
provide antidote, have little reason complain 
about the havoc the poison doing. 


Causes Truancy 


Much has been written about the extent, causes, 
and effects truancy but very little has been said 
practical value about its cure 
Space does not permit full discussion this quite 
important problem; hence, mere with sug- 
gestions must suffice.

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Truancy may defined the willful absence from 
school against the will authority. are all familiar 
with the situation. old problem, but attention 
was focused upon the compulsory-education laws 
and their enforcement. Prior this, was simply not 
noticed much. The causes truancy are many. 
Research has fairly well established that among the 
most important and prevalent are the following physi- 
cal defects, especially from undernourishment, defec- 
tive teeth, and vision. Fully per cent large 
number truants examined were found suffer- 
ing from one more these defects. Broken homes 
have accounted for about per cent truancy. Lack 
parental control and care, dislike schoolwork and 
individual teachers, fear punishment bad 
example older siblings and companions are also 
among the fruitful causes truancy. remarkable 
that fully per cent the fathers truants were 
illiterates had but very elementary education. 
This might lead one draw the conclusion that the 
fathers’ example produced the minds their sons 
the idea that possible get along this world 
without undergoing the trouble spending many 
years school regularly day after day. Poverty alone 
does not appear cause truancy. seems 
that about per cent the causes truancy are 
remediable, but even these present some difficulties. 
Nothing but individual and specialized treatment will 
reform truant. two are the same. one who 
does not have deep insight into child nature will 
successful bringing about permanent reform. 


Diagnosis Cause 

The cure must necessarily begin with the diagnosis 
the cause causes and other contributing influ- 
ences. They may physical, psychical, emotional, 
environmental. The treatment will determined 
the causes. The one attempting the cure must qual- 
ified administer the proper remedies. Some will re- 
quire physician, others psychologist, and again 
others sociologist trained truant officer. uproot 
the evil physical force punishment impossible, 
especially grounded the character. Con- 
trary the prevailing opinion some, personality 
cannot changed because permanent. Analyzing 
the great changes the lives St. Paul, St. Francis 
Assisi, St. Ignatius Loyola, and St. Margaret 
Cortona, find the same characteristics before and 
after their tremendous spiritual changes. With St. Paul 
was zeal for the law God; with St. Francis joy- 
fulness; with St. Ignatius discipline; and with St. 
Margaret was love. Their conversion redirected their 
urge higher and nobler object. But there was 
radical change character. such redirection 
truant’s aspirations can brought about and main- 
tained, cure will effected. Hence the psychologist 
must try discover the strong traits truant’s 
character and one can know them better than his 
parents and teachers who have the opportunity 
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observe his doings constantly. Questioning avails but 
little since truthfulness rare virtue among delin- 
quents. Nor will the confessor able much 
since truancy may confessed disobedience, and 
constituting many cases but venial not 
necessary material for confession—he may remain 
ignorant the entire situation, 


Redirecting Character Traits 


The strong qualities the character having been 
found, especially those having particular bearing 
truancy, becomes necessary utilize develop 
them suitable means. This will much more 
profitable than strengthen eliminate the weak- 
nesses. Sometimes may next impossible 
discover the true cause causes truancy. such 
cases trials should made several directions mostly 
interesting the truant things that are incom- 
patible with the continuation truancy. All this pre- 
supposes that physical and environmental causes have 
been removed far possible. 

Since prevention better and easier than cure, 
preventive means should adopted soon signs 
appear that truancy might develop, even before 
the first truancy has been noticed. 

Among the preventives recommended gen- 
eral are that the teacher impress the children with 
the importance education and schooling for personal 
success later life. These should brought into rela- 
tion with our duty fulfill God’s will becoming 
efficient that place for which Providence has 
destined us. The sense responsibility should 
developed appointing incipient truants certain 
positions minor jobs carrying with them some 
responsibility without making appear like favorit- 
ism. addition this, the regular reception the 
Sacraments should encouraged. doubt, there are 
other means that have proved efficient and the 
communication which the might benefit 
others.

Editor’s Note. This paper on the value of teaching American literature, 
while written primarily for college teachers, has so much of value for the 
high-school teacher, that we recommend a study of its contents to all our 


readers, 
What wholesome for one generation 

students, may fail nourish the next. the 
realm education, elsewhere, the hammer the 
innovator shatters revered images. Changes not 
come without struggle however. easy matter 
pluck study from the academic soil which 
has long flourished, and where has struck deep 
roots. There may positive loss for time, until the 
inevitable readjustment follows, and nothing remains 
but tender memories few old hearts. almost 
difficult introduce new study. must make its 
way against inertia and prejudice. Like advance 
army corps the enemy’s country, must ready 
hold its ground and subsist its own resources until 
the supply trains textbooks and critical apparatus 
reach it. There may positive loss and discourage- 
ment until adjusts itself the new environment. 
view these difficulties and disadvantages, the 
part wisdom scrutinize with care the credentials 
any new subject which applies for admission our 
schools. The scope education has widened, our 
students are overburdened already multiplicity 
subjects, that the curriculum should enlarged 
upon the most obvious necessity only. Even under the 
elective system, the tendency toward overcrowding and 
overwork grave danger.

Worthy Attention 


American literature already taught some schools. 
Should admitted all? Not many years ago 
demand ambitious would have met decided rebuff. 
Even now must admit that our genuine literature 
not more than century old; the first textbooks 
upon the subject, elementary scope, and bearing the 
marks haste preparation have the imprint 1891. 
Notwithstanding these obvious limitations and dis- 
advantages, there are strong reasons why our literature 
should receive full recognition. Our first great literary 
period end. The clouds which obscure the 
vision time formative action are clearing, and 
are gaining the perspective which necessary 
judgment motives and results. may expect 
basis study, criticism scholarly and accurate, 
free from personality and prejudice. Some the 
reasons for introducing the study are these: 


University American Literature 


Because possessess the quality universality, 
which the final test all literature. Let apply 
this test the highest departments lay- 


ing aside all pride nationality, and basing our criti- 
cism upon actual examination. Take for single exam- 
ple poetry, Emerson’s lines: 


“Teach your mood, patient stars, 
Who climb each night, the ancient sky, 
Leaving space shade, scars, 
trace age, fear die.” 


alchemy criticism can resolve such lines into 
anything but finest gold. Compare them with what 
know absolutely good any age; they have the 
same depth, thought, the same magic music, the 
same exquisite blending rhythm and meaning. Put 
them any environment, any time, they would 
make the same appeal the sense beauty and the 
sense truth. They are part that world literature 
which owns neither time nor which voices 
the universal heart. not claimed that the great 
bulk our poetry possesses this absolute worth. Such 
precious metal runs narrow veins only, through the 
commonplace and worthless any literature. Why 
should search for with such zeal overseas, and 
neglect what lies our own door? Small may 
quantity, enough reward the searcher richly. 
fiction have one author least, who has touched 
life with the power absolute mastery. With back- 
ground colonial settlement, shadowed austerity 
and repression, and supposed utterly barren 
artistic romantic material, Hawthorne wrote 
romances which, judged any standard criticism 
possess the highest excellence form and thought. 
Cooper and Poe may well rank with him. Considering 
the test absolute merit historical writing 
union truthfulness, critical acumen, and the highest 
excellences literary style, Bancroft and Prescott are 
the first rank. Viewed from the purely literary point 
view, the works these writers are unsurpassed 
brilliancy execution. difficult form ab- 
solute standard for the criticism the essay, but what- 
ever the qualities permanence and charm which 
mark its various forms their they the 
insight the seer, quickness sympathy, delicacy 
touch, kinship with nature and the power inter- 
preting qualities are possessed such 
American essayists Archbishop John Lancaster 
Spalding, Lowell, and Emerson. have then, 
every department literature product wearing the 
dignity absolute worth, large enough command 
respect, and every way worthy careful study. 


National Literature 
Because national literature. Our literature 
English literature new environment, developed 
under new conditions. would false its duty and

not failed this duty, and the study the way 
which its mission being accomplished cannot fail 
vital interest and importance Americans.

larger service, which nearly all our poets share, 
rendered through the expression love country 
which generous and full and strong.

that. There vast difference between such unselfish 
love and the shameless iniquity which looks upon the 
nation only opportunity for obtaining place and 
spoil.

The portrayal American life and character 
fiction. This one the most important services which 
literature can render nation. Rightly wrongly, 
national life and character judged through its fiction. 
cannot always sit down and write classical English 
permanent value our critics would have write, 
but increasing number Americans can and 
write characteristic stories which faithfully depict, 
vigorous meaningful English, the life and manners 
the nation, its men and women, its thought and activ- 
ities, its lights and shadows. Hawthorne, Longfellow, 
and Whittier, romance, poem, and ballad, have 
given faithful touches colonial life. Unconsciously 
perhaps, and yet thoroughly natural and artistic 
way, our literature developing toward complete 
portrayal national characteristics. college study 
the classics, every allusion Greek and Roman life 
treasured, every new discovery hailed with delight. 
Such research altogether commendable. less 
desirable for the student, certainly, the study through 
his native literature the life and activity the 
people his own country, the age which lives 
and must work. Such reading and study cannot fail 
break down sectional narrowness and prejudice. 
country such extent ours, any influence that 
makes for homogeneity too valuable neglected. 


Inspiring Literature 

Because possesses and able impart the in- 
forming spirit. contains for American students 
least, more the “thought that breeds thought,” more 
the power inspiration, than the literature any 
other single period. perfectly true that are 
not forget the debt owe the remote past, nor 
are neglect the help which still comes from it. 
shall turn again and again for refreshment and 
cheer the deep wells early English and classic 
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literature, but shall find’ more and more that the 
thought which moves us, which makes speak our 
turn, the thought the great minds which have 
sprung from our own race and our own soil. The care- 
ful observer will see that any age the stuff and 
fiber the great author come after all from his en- 
vironment, and from his near, rather than from his 
remote inheritance. are just now the ebb that 
follows every great movement literature. When the 
tide the next great period comes in, will rise 
higher levels, will broader and more free, but its 
impetus will come from the immediate past. Much 
gained study the classics, but students 
who are write our literature the next generation 
will not find the inspiration and material for their 
work the literature ancient Greece Rome. 
fair temple literature was built there, and its beauty 
may still enjoy; but when attempt build 
upon the foundation another race and distant age, 
pilfer blocks and columns from ancient 
ruin, when ought quarry and fashion our own 
granite marble, only mar the dignity and signi- 
ficance our own structure. The student will not find 
all his inspiration any means American literature, 
but will find largely there, and English liter- 
ature the same period. point out then, the 
student, the weakness and strength American liter- 
ature, discover for him its meaning and its value, 
and teach him how may impart its quickening 
virtue, are parts the most important service the 
college literary course. 


Power for Culture 

Because power for culture. this respect 
others, the influence our literature wider, be- 
cause our own, closely touch with our own 
life and thought. Already the poetry Whittier and 
Longfellow has been inestimable value American 
homes and schools, bringing gentler manners, sweeter 
life, sowing seeds beauty barren ways. hardly 
possible overestimate the value the service which 
Archbishop John Lancaster Spalding, Lowell, and 
Emerson have rendered this direction. Not only 
the highest realms, but the plain and humble ways 
life, they have been great teachers. 

possess today any national refinement 
manners, gentleness speech, appreciation the 
divine ideals art, owe our literature more 
than any other agency. More than anything else, 
has availed dispel the intolerable national egotism 
and provincialism early days. are beginning 
indifferent criticism, long are striving 
for the best and are satisfied with nothing short its 
attainment. are beginning, least, hate 
vulgarity and sham wherever they may found, and 
love truth and sincerity for themselves. true 
that the national life has not been wholly redeemed, 
and that strong counter influences are work. 
due our literature that the finer spirit has made 
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progress all, and prevail finally, will 
through kindred influences. 

The value the study our literature enhanced 
its pure moral tone. refreshing come out into 
the free and refreshing atmosphere American liter- 
ature. Take our best literature through, and would 
difficult find phrase thought that offends. 
Our authors have been able give expression the 
widest range life, without descending coarseness 
and vulgarity. With single exception, the lives our 
great men letters have been blameless and self- 
balanced, teaching over again, example, the rare 
and sweet lessons which speak their written words. 
The study our literature, true, will reveal many 
imperfections. assertion that such study may 
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stimulating and valuable carries with claim 
perfection infallibility for American literature. The 
recognition these imperfections itself edu- 
cative force. 

Such study should every way valuable the 
American student. Properly, should far more than 
study. should for every student, the coming into 
inheritance truth and beauty, without which his 
life must barren and meager. should lead him 
discriminate between the true and the false, the 
worthy and the unworthy art. should inspire 
some, that enthusiasm for letters, that devotion 
truth, and pride patriotism necessary the wider 
and more complete development our national liter- 
ature.

adventure opening evening Catholic 
school, offering complete classical course, 

and fully accredited the state, the first year 
organization, with four graduates (through trans- 
ferred credits from other accredited schools) June 
the first year, linked with former adventure 
upon which the Sisters Charity Nazareth, Ken- 
tucky, embarked 1914; the founding business 
girls’ city-wide Club. pertinent 
describe this undertaking before introduce the 
school. 

September, 1914, Sister Constance Davis, S.C.N., 
opened the St. Helena Commercial College (Louisville, 
Ky.), and Lent that year engaged Rev. Paul 
Blakely, S.J., give three-day retreat the stu- 
dents. Sister Constance, woman vision and in- 
domitable faith, requested the reverend retreatmaster 
give evening lectures certain young women 
the city, former students the various schools con- 
ducted the Sisters Charity Nazareth. The 
response was eager, and the young women expressed 
their appreciation begging allowed come 
again. The desire help these business girls motivated 
the act founding St. Helena Club, 
which was intended sort Catholic Y.W.C.A., 
open all Catholic girls the city and any non- 
Catholics recommended members good standing. 
Rev. Charles Raffo, LL.D., St. Charles Borromeo 
Church, Louisville, Ky., with the Sisters 
founding the club and became its first and only spir- 
itual director. 


the Faculty 


For eight years the Club’s headquarters were the 
Commercial College, where the members came into 
close contact with the faculty; and even when they 
moved their own clubhouse, bought and paid for 
themselves, they kept touch with the Sisters St. 
Helena’s who acted the part “Big Sisters” toward 
them. Among the important works prescribed for the 
Club its founder, was the conducting study clubs 
“for the mental, moral, and social improvement its 
members.” This recommendation had been carried out 
chiefly through lecture courses psychology, civics, 
parliamentary law, literature, and religion. But the 
many young people who, from one exigency the 
other, had been forced seek 
finishing high school, well the raising edu- 
cational standards, created demand for evening high 
schools, and induced many our Catholic young 
people attend non-Catholic evening classes. meet 
the demand for Catholic evening school, the St. 
Helena Club requested the Sisters 
Charity Nazareth open night high school 
St. Helena’s, primarily, for the benefit its own 
members, but, incidentally, for any other students 
desiring attend. The Club promised sponsor the 
school and making success. Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Floersh approved the venture and 


Rev. Felix Pitt, secretary the school 


promised his unqualified support. The plan was, 
therefore, tried out tentatively with small group 
girls during 1928, six them persevering until June. 
September, 1929, the school was fully organized 
standard four-year classical course completed 
five years. January 17, 1930, was recognized 
the state accredited high school under the 
name, St. Helena Codperative Night High School. 
The adjective misnomer. The 
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school lives its name with fidelity equal 
that its sponsor, the Club. with the 
schools, less than with the parents and pastors 
its students; and although not yet “free,” boy 
girl has been refused admittance because inability 
pay the tuition rates: $2.00 subject, $5.00 
month, three subjects being the maximum load. 
with the boy well with the girl, for the 
school coeducational. 


Aim School 

The aim the St. Helena Night High 
School prepare earnest young men and women for 
colleges, scientific, professional schools, help 
them construct educational foundation upon 
which build more successfully business in- 
dustry. 

The subjects offered are those prescribed for stand- 
ard four-year high school. The amount work cov- 
ered the same that covered standard day 
high school. 

One hundred twenty hours classwork are re- 
quired for one unit credit. minimum sixteen 
units required for graduation. 


Sessions 

Classes are held Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fri- 
days each week for period forty weeks, the 
hours from 6:30 9:30 p.m. Each class session 
60-minute hour instead the semester hour 
minutes. The average student may carry only three 
1-hour subjects. summer session six weeks will 
offered the future. The average student completes 
his course the St. Helena Night High 
School five years; but attending the summer 
sessions his time may considerably shortened. 
course, transferred credits from other standard high 
schools lessen the time required for graduation. 


Faculty 

The school charge the Sisters Charity 
Nazareth, Ky., and the faculty almost without ex- 
ception composed college and university trained 
teachers experience. The proximity Nazareth 
College, Louisville, with its excellent graduates solves 
the problem securing secular teachers for the school. 
The faculty for 1929-30 included two secular teachers, 
one full-time, and five Sisters, the latter giving their 
service gratis. 


Location and Equipment 

The night high school conducted the classrooms 
St. Helena Commercial College, 935 South Fourth 
Avenue, Louisville. The rooms are furnished with desk, 
table, and chair equipment. The night high expects 
have its own laboratory early date. the 
meantime, the students chemistry and physics have 
access the excellent laboratory that the Presenta- 
tion Academy day students use. 
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The well-selected library 2,000 books, housed 
attractive reading and reference room, being 
steadily cataloged.

Separate toilets 
are provided for the kindergarten and the teachers’ 
room. The third floor contains eight standard class- 

The exterior walls the building are rough Colonial 
brick ranging color from light red deep purple. 
The trim carried out marble and wrought iron. 
The outer walls are backed with load-bearing tile, and 
the inner walls are brick. The floors throughout are 
concrete, and the balcony and roof construction the 
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auditorium are steel. The corridor-floor surface and 
bases are terrazzo and the walls are plastered. The 
stairs are armco iron with terrazzo finish. The audi- 
torium and the classrooms have hardwood floors, plas- 
tered walls, and oak trim. The toilet rooms have ter- 
razzo floors and tile wainscoting. 

The building equipped with low-pressure boilers 
and vacuum-return heating equipment. Temperature 
throughout automatically controlled. The building 
has complete electrical equipment that may 
used night. The auditorium has 
stage for parish entertainments and theatricals. 

The thirteen classrooms have total pupil capacity 
520, and the auditorium has seats for 900 the 
main floor and 225 the balcony. The building was 
occupied March, 1927, and cost for construction and 
architect’s fees, not including equipment, $254,359.

day child brought head wheat show his 
The teacher showed the other children, 
and asked what came from wheat. discussion followed 
how flour was made, and the children looked pictures 
see how, the earlier days both here and foreign coun- 
tries, people ground wheat into flour hand, using the mortar 
and pestle. The children took two stones and ground some 
grains wheat fine they could. Other pictures were 
hand illustrate the steps the history flour making. 
The children learned how the method grinding wheat was 
improved when the flat millstones were devised and horse 
was used round and round, pulling one stone over 
another. They looked pictures the next steps advance: 
the old mill with the water wheel the stream; then our 
modern mills, with grain elevators where the grain stored. 
The filling boats from these elevators and the new tipping 
freight grain cars were also discussed. 

The teacher asked the children see how many things they 
could find that were made from wheat and from the other 
grains. Many were brought: bran, macaroni, shredded wheat, 
white flour, whole-wheat flour, whole-wheat bread, white bread, 
and many other kinds breakfast food articles 
all. 

this point the study they took tumbler, filled half 
full water, placed cotton the top, then planted wheat 
seeds the edge the cotton. The children watched these 
seeds swell, saw the roots push down into the water, and 
finally one morning were filled with great joy when they came 
find little green shoot coming from one the 
wheat seeds. This they kept the “nature” table and watched 
for several weeks. 

Shortly after this they discussed how other grains are 
grown, planted, and cared for. Rice was discussed quite fully: 
how planted and grown water, and cultivated 
water buffalo. study Japan, where rice grown abun- 
dantly and the principal food used the people, grew out 
this discussion. 

this point the group took trip flour mill. They 
were given samples each process through which the grain 
passes, put their “nature” table. 

From there they went bakery. Here they were shown 
the immense bread mixer and the troughs which the bread 
rises; the large ovens and how they were heated; the paddles 
which bread and cake are placed the ovens. The bread- 
wrapping machine proved most interesting the children. 
the bakery they were each given freshly baked cooky. Down- 
stairs they were given candy woman demonstrating fudge 
making. They saw the cakes and pastry the show cases, 
which had been. made the bakery which they had just 
visited.

First they 
were taken the barn where gentle cow had been put 
the stable. The man showed the children how the cow wiped 
all over prepare for milking. allowed some the chil- 
dren milk. They were then taken out into the corral where 
the other cows were; were shown the food given the cows 
and how mixed. Then they went into the bottling room, 
the ice house, through the big refrigerator, the room where 
the electric churn was making butter, and where the ice cream 
frozen. Last all lovely treat the children were given 
ice-cream cones and half pint cream. They came home 
very happy group children. 

reaching the school the cream was churned into butter, 
each child having turn churning. This most delicious 
butter was spread graham crackers that each child could 
taste it. Many exclamations were heard, such as: “My! Miss 
Cook, you surely know how make good butter.” 
tastes good.” Everyone had sip the buttermilk. They 
immediately wished write “thank you” letter, and 
make story for the chart. This the letter:

assisted them visualize this information. 

this point the principal, who hdd become very much 
interested the study these children, brought two reels 
pictures dairying. 

One picture showed the bottles all packed ice, ready for 
shipping. When the children were asked they knew how 
ice made and what ice is, they answered “frozen water.” 
Asked they would like the ice plant and see 
made, they answered, “Yes!” unison. Arrangements were 
made take them ice plant. Three mothers and two 
fathers helped take them autos. 

was most enjoyable and instructive trip. When they 
returned the schoolroom, the children wished make 
story about which follows: 


Our Trip the Ice Plant 
went the ice plant.

ding, ding, ding.

They very fast. 
went upstairs. 
See the steam.

This trip was taken just few days before school closed 
June. keen interest was evident all the very 
last day. 

The “First Book,” composed all chart stories which had 
been made about trips interesting things they had been 
doing, had been bound and carried home many weeks before 
this last story was composed, the teacher had the ice story 
typewritten and bound neat folder for each child. These 
they proudly took home last reminder very happy 
semester’s work. The last primary assembly occurred few 
days before the close school and Dorothy proudly stood 
read the last story all the children the primary 
groups. closed semester most happy and instructive for 
everyone. 

When the teacher, the end the year, checked the 
results the term, she found, among others, that subject

Point Emphasis 


One very important part the teacher’s work well 
illustrated these reports that worth noting particularly. 
This part the provision rich and stimulating environ- 
ment which children will have many contacts with ideas, 
and with major human achievements. Theoretically, least, 
all agree that one the most important aims the school 
achieve the growth the individual. But, has been 
clearly pointed out Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn,? growth 
the individual not achieved placing him such situ- 
ation that may follow his own impulses, led “inner 
principle,” unhampered unaided either people cir- 
cumstances. Dr. Meiklejohn’s words are worthy quotation: 

“Tt quite clear that the notion growth applied either 
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human individuals any other living things contains 
two factors. First there are always external conditions 
which growth, lack growth, depends. inner prin- 
ciple will keep human being growing wisdom even 
stature air and food are not supplied him. And second, there 
are always two sets possibilities open living thing: 
may live, but may also die; may built up, but may 
also broken down. And the determination the event 
between these two depends not only upon the inner principle 
the thing itself, but also upon the external conditions and 
influences which play upon it. Now any intelligible mean- 
ing the word growth applied the learning process, the 
teacher influence. His method rests upon preference 
for one kind development against another.” 

The teacher who truly desires the growth individual 
children living, constantly choosing the elements those 
children’s environment. She selecting and arranging those 
situations which will encourage and make possible the kind 
growth needed. She providing large variety mean- 
ingful experiences experiences with the natural world; ex- 
periences social relationships; experiences with the ideas 
and achievements mankind; experiences the fundamental 
operations human society. 

The kindergarten and first-grade teachers whose reports 
have just been given undoubtedly felt that their children 
needed environment rich contacts with the world about 
which they were beginning wonder. They provided therefore 
variety first-hand experiences: trips see the actual 
basic operations which supply men with food; pictures, the 
stone mortar and pestle, the exhibits, help further un- 
derstanding the operations; the experimenting with growing 
wheat seed, with milking, with making butter, with food 
products made from wheat, the opportunities see, smell, 
taste, feel, talk over. All these brought the children 


with tangible things, and piaced them situations 


which growth must inevitably result. 

One does not need told how much more these chil- 
dren had talk about the end their term than its 
beginning; how much more observant they were, how much 
more appreciative the meaning the industries and activi- 
ties people they saw all about them, how much more eager 
they were learning, how many more interests they 
had; how much better they could work together, think, and 
talk; how much more ready they were for intellectual activity.

Without going back the words Washington and 
the other founders the republic see how intimate 
and fundamental was the conception religion the 
new republic that was established, one glad note 
that even these days this Christian conception 
the state finds striking expression official way. 

The Chief Justice the Supreme Court the State 
Wisconsin, Marvin Rosenberry, virtue 
his office, administered the oaths office young 
Philip LaFollette, and the other men who were elected 
public office the recent Wisconsin election. Judge 
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Rosenberry made speech the 
which striking for its avoidance much the 
claptrap and platitudes expediency which charac- 
terizes good deal our Fourth-of-July oratory, and 
much our discussion the public servants’ relation 
government. 

Judge Rosenberry starts off with the fundamental 
proposition contained the organic law the North- 
west Territory that 

“Religion, morality, and knowledge, being necessary 
good government and the happiness mankind, 
schools and the means education shall forever 
encouraged.” 

This abstract proposition immediately followed 
the concrete proposition that God owe 
our blessings. This contained the Preamble the 
Constitution the State Wisconsin. 

the people Wisconsin, grateful Almighty 
God for our freedom, order secure its blessings, 
form more perfect government, insure domestic 
tranquility, and promote the general welfare, 
establish this constitution.” 

indicate more specifically what characteristics 
the people are necessary maintain the blessing 
free government, the Chief Justice continues 
quoting 

“The blessings free government can only 
maintained firm adherence justice, moderation, 
temperance, frugality and virtue, and frequent 
recurrence fundamental principles” 22). 

The Chief Justice continues: 

“In this day and age there are not wanting cynics 
who sneer morality and virtue but their barbed and 
malignant gibes are the tribute which they pay 
spiritual and ethical ideals which they are strangers. 
Our forefathers spoke out long and bitter experi- 
ence. All the substitutes for morality and virtue had 
been tried time and again, always with the same result 
grief, sorrow, and misery for the individual and loss 
national honor for the state.” 

And perhaps one more quotation may made: 

care not,” continues the Chief Justice, “how im- 
portant any official action which you may take may 
be, care not how wisely any piece legislation may 
designed and drafted place the first rank 
the forces necessary the maintenance free, 
democratic government, God-fearing, 
courageous, and right-minded people.” 

Unfortunately, virtue the civics textbooks and 
the history textbooks the hands our students, 
particularly where parochial schools adopt the text- 
book the public schools the place, our Catholic 
children get false conception the power and the 
function the state. They not see convenient 
social instrumentality achieve certain ends. They 
obey from the motives which are analyzed Father 
Keane the Catholic Mind January They obey 
from inertia, deference, sympathy, fear, 
finally reason, which means too often, merely en- 
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lightened self-consciousness rather than, Pope Leo 

“True and legitimate authority devoid sanction 
unless proceeds from God, the supreme Ruler and 
Lord all. The Almighty alone can commit power 
man over his fellow men. Hallowed, there- 
fore, the minds Christians the very idea 
public authority, which they recognize some like- 
ness and symbol, were, the Divine Majesty, 
even when exercised one unworthy. just and 
due reverence the laws abides them, not from 
force and threats, but from consciousness duty; 
‘for God hath not given the spirit fear’” (II 
Tim. 7). 

Catholic children should come away from Cath- 
olic school with some such conception the state, 
and should leaven the social group make 
such conception better understood, and more defi- 
nitely part American thinking the function 
government. 


The Catholic Press 


Perhaps factor the general situation the 
country could much for Catholic education 
the Catholic press. Perhaps agency could promote 
the quality and scope the Catholic press Cath- 
olic education. These two agencies, the Catholic schools 
and the Catholic press, are very closely interrelated 
and mutually reénforcing.

Brother Cornelius, F.S.C. 


Editor’s Note. Error drilling is a happy name for a bad pedagogical 
practice. Brother Cornelius makes some good suggestions for correcting it. 
RROR drilling, seems, practiced now 
appalling degree. done systematically. 
Many think that “false syntax” drilling was 
imposed upon through the school grammars 
years ago, but that, together with those grammars, 
has long since vanished. For them and their dependents 
this ignorance bliss. The fact is, that today textbooks 
“very reputable authors” are wide circulation, 
which the old “false syntax” idea extended 
every possible language error. Faultfinders have 
combed the entire land for such errors and with in- 
finite pains have arranged them our textbooks. There 
they stand, all classified with goodly stock each 
class (ample provision for long drills) that the 
pupil may become thoroughly acquainted with them 
all oh, no, mistake that means them the 
contrary correct forms may taught; that is, the 
right thing inculcated means the wrong. 
student who currently makes some blunders 
his English must systematically and regularly 
set work learn hundred more. must spend 
hours and hours over these errors that may rec- 
ognize them when meets them the hope avoid- 
ing them. must spend years daily correcting 
errors which himself never makes. course, 
this process acquires certain number them 
himself, that can’t helped. 

Not only have textbooks largely filled with error 
drills but accompanying these are teachers’ manuals 
containing nothing else. seems very amusing 
and popular, this error drilling. sort game, 
good much easier than the vital apprecia- 
tion some literary gem the exercise composing 
with the correct language forms which the pupil 
easier, because requiring only memory and 
reason but originality, self-expression, and 
exertion the emotional faculties nor the imag- 
ination. 

every class there are pupils whose attention 
the lessons weak and intermittent. these, many 
hear see the wrong forms given out the error 
drills and then lapse off into inattention, retaining 
these wrong forms. Even when only correct forms are 
presented many pupils get things wrong; but with 
error drilling most hopeless jumble right and 
wrong forms must result. Error drilling pedago- 
gical crime. 

Correction errors is, sure, every teacher’s 
daily and constant duty, but not the correction 
errors that the pupils not make their actual use 
the language. Why should Mr. Jones daily discipline 


himself with promptitude exercises when, is, 
never comes late his duties? Let him look into him- 
self with the help friend, see his niggardliness, and 
apply his remedy there. And the first remedy for him 
ideal, example; the liberality, for instance, 
his neighbor, Mr. Greene. There his model. 
looks regularly and constantly, will moved 
strive and will soon become like it. Model drilling 
that’s what want English both for the tabula 
rasa mind and for the offender. effective, 
for having never known the host possible language 
blunders. 

When think the many “textbook teachers” 
now drilling their classes errors, are moved 
ask (in slang perforce): how did they get that way? 
May not the cause that many teachers allow the 
healthy spirit correction which should animate them 
become spirit chronic faultfinding? that cor- 
rection has overstepped its bounds? There always 
danger for teachers have too much the critical 
and too little the appreciative spirit. Correcting 
with him second nature. But when habitually done 
with pedantry, not with impatience, sort 
moral disease which reduces the wholesome, vital, 
appreciative method teaching very small propor- 
tions. 


Procedure for Correction 


But will asked, How then shall combat 
Our answer is, first all wait till they appear. 
Don’t begin presenting errors; place before the 
class correct forms, models perfection and give exer- 
cise producing similar ones. But errors appear, 
course, too numerous mention, just soon 
class set verbal expression, vocal written. 
Then the following steps are effective: 

Indicate the errors. Not all once but only 
many time pupil can reasonably handle 
correction drills given time. 

Require the pupil mark the indicated errors 
(i.e., written work) order with numbers, 
etc. the end the composition other exercise 
question under the heading “Corrections” make each 
correction sufficient number times, attaching 
the number its corresponding error the theme 
that the teacher can easily refer back. the case 
such admits varied examples, such examples 
must required for this prevents mechanical work 
and compels grasp the principle involved. But 
other cases, such spelling, for example, there will 
for the most part exact repetition the correction. 

Have all the pupils whose first writing the 
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theme contained over certain number mistakes 
rewrite the entire theme with other guide but his 
first writing which his mistakes are merely in- 
dicated. course, understood that ample help 
has been given enable each pupil see the nature 
his errors and make his correction drills properly. 
The final writing his theme will test his 
application and progress. 

Have best compositions read before the class, 
for appreciative discussion their good qualities and 
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for commendation corrections made, well 
procure for the class the great stimulation and emula- 
tion which such reading brings. 

There are indeed many kinds exercises means 
which acquire good English, but only the 
above employed teacher who knows 
how provide his class with theme subjects that 
really interest them, there would time, there 
certainly need, for the vicious error drill.

TEACHING ENGLISH COMPOSITION 
NARRATION 
Brother Prudent, F.S.C. 


the high-school curriculum English composition presents 
peculiar difficulties for the teacher. Among these may 
mentioned the dearth concrete materials, the necessity 
meticulous check-up all written work, and the slow rate 
tangible results. the hope giving some assistance 
toward overcoming these and other obstacles, propose 
give some hints based upon personal experience teaching 
the subject. plan deal successive papers with the 
four main divisions composition—narration, description, 
exposition, and argumentation. 

Narration, know, another term for story-telling. 
old the human race, and, during succeeding years, 
has retained the simplicity and the logical order characteristic 
the primitive races that originated it. When introducing 
the subject narration class, the most important point 
stress the fact that events are related the order 
which they have occurred. The best way begin, select 
good piece narration—say from Dickens Irving— 
and have read aloud class. When the selection has been 
read once, the teacher questions the pupils the subject 
the story and its gradual development. This gives op- 
portunity emphasizing the fact that the details the story 
are narrated the order occurrence. The teacher should 
also call attention the division composition known 
paragraph. 


The Paragraph 


Having made clear the general nature narration, the 
teacher will find best now take number lessons 
the two main qualities the paragraph—unity and coher- 
ence.! Usually the textbook will provide suitable model par- 
agraphs illustrate these qualities. Sometimes will 
found advisable supplement the textbook used the class 
selecting from another source model paragraphs which 
the teacher may read aloud. teaching unity and coherence 
wise give examples “paragraphs” defective these

qualities; doing the teacher helps develop the 
pupils critical attitude mind which great help ac- 
quiring proficiency English. After the idea paragraph 
unity has been sufficiently dwelt upon, the teacher should 
give the class some practice written work. One good way 
give number topic sentences (this term having been 
explained connection with paragraph unity). The pupils 
are required select one these topic sentences and de- 
velop into paragraph. During this exercise the teacher 
passes around the class, supervising the work the students, 
and reminding them from time time that there should 
sentence their paragraphs not relating the topic. 
After sufficient time has been given write the paragraph, 
the teacher calls upon several the pupils read their 
work aloud the class. soon paragraph has been 
read, the teacher asks the students for comments it, him- 
self directing the criticism suggestions and questions. 
this way, and with the addition few judicious remarks, 
good work rewarded and mistakes are clearly pointed out 
for the benefit all. After few lessons this type unity, 
coherence can treated similarly. The quality emphasis 
the paragraph may profitably postponed later 
period. 

this time the teacher will have had sufficient opportuni- 
ties notice whether the members his class have any out- 
standing weaknesses English grammar. Some the com- 
mon ones, even pupils this grade, are: the misrelated 
participle; errors the agreement subject with verb; and 
faulty arrangement words and clauses. The defects ob- 
served should now dealt with number lessons. 
may also found advisable treat extensively this time 
the topics unity and coherence the sentence. 


The Composition 


After this the class ought ready for their first com- 
position. The teacher, having reviewed the principles the 
paragraph and narration, places list subjects the 
board. The pupils are reminded the model stories they have 
studied—how the story divided into paragraphs, each deal- 
ing with definite topic. Then the teacher selects subject 
from the list the board and asks the class suggest topics 
for paragraphs composition the chosen theme. 
can profit this opportunity correct mistakes planning, 
such illogical sequence, excessive subdivision, etc. the 
topics are accepted, the teacher writes them the board 
correct order. The pupils should now able plan the 
subjects they select; course, they should not allowed 
choose the one already planned, although the outline may 
left the board model. soon pupil has 
planned his subject, should first submit the outline the 
teacher for approval correction. When the plan has been 
approved, the student may ahead and write the first draft 
his work. 
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While the pupils are writing the first draft their compos- 
itions, the teacher should supervise the work and give assist- 
ance particularly those who find difficult select and 
plan subject. should remind the pupils that plan may 
modified the course writing composition there 
good reason for doing so. necessary, also, remind 
the class from time time the importance checking 
what they have written regards unity and coherence 
sentence and paragraph, especially when they are drawing 
near the end their work. 

The writing the composition its final form will, 
many cases, done homework. should written 
ink good paper; neatness and good penmanship should 
insisted upon and rewarded, necessary, bonus notes. 
assigning this work the teacher ought point out the im- 
portance self-criticism, and remind the pupils about the 
qualities sentence and paragraph upon which they must 
check their first draft that’ any errors the initial at- 
tempt may eliminated. The time for getting the final copy 
completed should definitely determined—one evening 
should suffice—and every possible precaution taken against 
outside assistance. 


Choosing Subjects 


Perhaps word might said here about the matter 
subjects. hardly necessary remark that they should 
chosen with view the interests and experiences 
the pupils. There ought sufficient range give every- 
body chance writing subject which has real appeal 
him. Thus, the school surburban area, some the 
topics should relate rural life. making list 
themes the principle correlation should applied; that 
is, some the subjects ought chosen from matters re- 
cently dealt with history, literature, physics, etc. Current 
events, both local and wider interest, will also supply 
suitable material for topics. 

From these considerations will easily seen that the 
choosing subjects depends, large extent, upon local cir- 
cumstances. Each teacher must use his own judgment and 
initiative. suggestion, offer the following list topics 
for first composition narration: (1) Visiting the Town 
Fair; (2) Autumn Ramble; (3) Narrow Escape; (4) 
With Washington Valley Forge; (5) Street Incident; 
(6) How Spent the Vacation. 


Correcting Compositions 


The question correcting compositions deserves con- 
siderable attention. Most teachers find this part the work 
quite arduous and even distasteful. However, the task 
undertaken with method and resolution, will found 
easy enough. The best way start read all the com- 
positions once without using the blue pencil all. This pre- 
liminary survey enables the teacher judge approximately 
what kind work has been done. can also pick out the 
composition which seems the best and which can take for 
standard marking notes. Then should start the second 
reading, beginning with some the best, and using the mark- 
ing pencil call attention prominent errors. For the first 
few attempts the pupils composition very detailed 
correction not advisable. better stress few points 
which mistakes are frequent occurrence. this con- 
nection good idea have slip paper hand 
during the correcting and take note common defects. 
marking notes, believe there are some rather elaborate 
systems devised for this purpose. However, method that 
quite satisfactory give note somewhere between 
and one the best pupils and then rank the others ac- 
cording their work comparison with his. any case 
there obvious carelessness, the pupil should marked 
below 50. 

Before handing out the corrected work the class would 
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well quote from few compositions examples mistakes 
which were fairly common and which thought desirable 
draw special attention. Then each pupil should allowed 
enough time examine his work and take note the cor- 
rections made. After this, would expedient give 
lesson dealing with one more the common weaknesses 
which definite references have already been made from 
the compositions. 


CHILDREN’S SINGING

College for Women, has some excellent suggestions for teach- 
ing music young children the November issue the 
Journal the N.E.A. 

The author insists upon keeping the songs within the range 
the child’s voice, especially not too low. For this reason 
the frequent use the pitch pipe necessary.

PROJECTS FOR THE SEWING ROOM 
Miss Anna Miller 


preparing sew, the pupils should trained pull 
sufficient thread through the needle that when the take-up 
lever its highest point, the thread will not pull out the 
eye the needle. least two three inches the upper 
thread should drawn through the eye the needle. Hold 
the end the needle thread the left hand and with the 
right hand turn the balance wheel over until the needle comes 
down and the lower thread pulled through the needle 
hole the throat plate. Then take both ends the thread 
and lay back carefully under the presser foot before starting 
sew. This method should always followed and the pupils 
drilled making habit always putting both the threads 
back under the presser foot. this not done, the first 
stitch may not perfectly formed, the ends the thread 
may sewed part the stitching. 


Starting Seam 


The edge the garment stitched should be, placed 
far enough under the presser foot that the first stitch will 
taken the material. Never place the material far 
front the needle that, the first stitch will not taken 
the material, this will allow the thread become caught 
the bobbin case. Also the seam not properly started, 
the material may not feed under the presser foot properly, 
unless the edge has been caught with the needle. The presser 
foot should always lowered before starting sew, order 
bring the tension into operation and prevent the thread 
from being caught the bobbin case. 


Finishing Seam 


When finishing seam, the pupils should trained never 
sew beyond the end the material. They should stop the 
machine placing the hand the balance wheel shortly 
before the end the seam reached. This will prevent the 
thread from becoming caught the bobbin case and causing 
trouble. Before the material released from the machine, 
the take-up lever should raised its highest point. With 
the take-up lever its highest point and the presser foot 
raised, the tension released. The pupils should trained 
take the material from the machine pulling straight 
back away from them. This will prevent the needle from be- 
coming bent broken. 

good policy always leave sufficient length 
thread prevent its pulling through the needle when the 
machine used again sew the next seam. This may 
provided for pulling the material back from the operator 
far enough allow the upper and lower threads enter 
the thread cutter which great many family sewing 
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machines. Then show the pupil how hold the thread 
both hands and cut with quick, downward stroke. 


Hints For Sewing Various Seams 


the pupils can trained keep mind the following 
facts with reference sewing various seams, will help- 
ful throughout their lives. sewing always desirable 
keep the material the left the presser foot, allowing the 
seam extend the right. This helps prevent machine 
oil from soiling the goods and allows greater freedom guid- 
ing than when the garment allowed pass under the arm 
the machine. 

stitching skirt, all patterns are made that the seams 
must stitched from the top down. This true every 
seam garment. stitching blouse the shoulder seams 
must stitched from the neck down, and the under-arm and 
sleeve seams must stitched from the armhole down. This 
also true when sewing bias seams skirt. must 
stitched from the waist line down order that the pattern 
will come together correctly. 

When sewing bias edge straight edge, place the 
straight edge against the feed. Hold the bias edge toward you 
order adjust and ease the fullness prevent its 
stretching. 


TEACHING SPELLING 


The following paragraphs from article teaching spell- 
ing Garrison the September Peabody Journal 
Education contains some sound principles: 

“Probably more misspellings are caused poor pronun- 
ciation than any other factor. When the spelling work 
assigned the words should accurately and carefully pro- 
nounced the teacher. this pronunciation the word 
should pronounced clearly and distinctly and little 
slower rate than that which the teacher usually speaks. 
Care must taken however that the true pronunciation 
the word not destroyed. The unity the child’s image 
the word must not destroyed irregular pronunciation.” 

“The value syllabication and diacritical markings for 
pronunciation definitely established. The value such for 
spelling questionable. word separated into syllables 
word marked diacritically presents entirely different ap- 
pearance from the same word not treated. Any manipula- 
tion words separation into parts markings which 
alter the looks the words very materially tends interfere 
with the development correct visual image.” 

“The essential thing teaching spelling that the word 
with great degree concentration attention possible. 
Many devices such underscoring difficult parts, grouping 
words according phonetic similarity, diacritical markings, 
and the like are questionable value because they take the 
child’s attention from the word certain relationships.” 

“Words need reviewed both columnar and con- 
textual spelling. Through this means, two definite types 
review are furnished. Columnar spelling provides for the isola- 
tion the word that clear, definite, and accurate im- 
pression may made. The use the word sentences pro- 
vides opportunity for large number incidental reviews 
where the word may spelled automatically.” 

“Every effort must made develop proper habits 
observation and study. Many pupils not know how study 
spelling. During the past few years there has been too much 
testing and too little teaching. The two chief objectives the 
teaching spelling are: (1) develop pupils the ability 
spell words commonly used writing and (2) develop 
efficient habits learning spell words which are needed 
later life. these objectives are kept mind, spelling instruc- 
tion does not become grind composed the one hand 
monotonous drill and the other rote memorization.”

Does she provide the best physical conditions, including 
healthy activity and, where necessary, rest and relaxation?

TEACHING EYE HYGIENE THE CLASSROOM 


Hygiene, whether eye, mind, morals, stomach, the 
most difficult all subjects because must taught long 
years before the child old enough understand any reasons 
for essential health behavior. 

Miss Maude Brown, director school health 
service the extension division the University Kansas, 
Lawrence, Kans., writing recent publication the Na- 
tional Society for the Prevention Blindness, points out that 
the young school child should never have think his eyes.

is, moreover, matter chalk dust and floor dust 
the air, dirty door knobs and desks, and dirty fingers 
which seek tired eyes. matter fatigue not only from 
specific strains, but part general poor muscle tone. 

the matter eye hygiene for children, Miss Brown 
points out that the teacher the primary grades has the 
ideal opportunity for observing, teaching, and correcting, since 
mostly the life school begins with projects home life. 
some way other the playhouse furnishes completely 
adequate vehicle for carrying out the health precepts the 
school. Caring for doll families school should involve all 
the necessary emphasis eye and other hygiene, and give 
the teacher the needed insight into specific needs emphasis 
carry over into different homes. 

the conscious application precepts eye hygiene 
classrooms and home situations faithfully adhered to, 
the later years elementary-school life—the fifth 
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actual mechanism the eye may studied, 
using the kodak the point departure. Many essentials 
eye hygiene can illustrated and made clear the reasons 
for success failure picture making.

Writing the Educational Research Bulletin (Ohio State 
University, September), Mary Marksbury tells 
study absences and effort reduce them based upon 
the case method.

EACHING the art questioning more difficult than 

that giving answer. Children who are constantly sup- 
pressed are ignorant the art putting questions, though 
they may adept giving the right and proper answer. 
Little magpies whose tongues are ever wagging have little 
the art questioning and answering. Childish interroga- 
tion arises spontaneously the face the unusual and the 
extraordinary; this not always true with the more developed 
mentality. These latter, unlike the children, seek not 
swer but confirmation. They insinuate the answer the 
question. Question trips question though the answers are 
known well enough. They ask that they may have the oppor- 
tunity answering. The proper training suppresses questions 
which the questioner well knows the answer; abets 
amazement and wonderment, not curiosity. Questions are 
answered with yet other questions; the half-formed and slum- 
bering question evoked contrast and antithesis. 

Every teacher realizes that the art questioning more 
difficult than the art answering. For, putting question 
demands the pupil more intimate knowledge the sub- 
ject. True, objective answer impossible without pene- 
trative insight into the recesses the subject hand. But 
questioning demands deeper and more penetrating explora- 
tion the objective and psychical content the subject 
inquired about. Hence the formation questions the 
juvenile mind are more difficult than answers. Probity 
questioning more difficult judgment; hence, less danger- 
ous for the reputation the questioner, but more potent 
its effect upon character. Candor the question more evi- 
dent, even when inept, than the perplexing motivation con- 
tained answer. The unmeditated rash question appears 
more forgivable than similar answer. educate proper 
questioning; necessary questioning, well-prepared 
and crystal-clear questioning, questioning filled bursting 
with the hunger knowledge and wisdom declining 
answer the inept question (not with sullen censure, but 
sympathetic silence), substituting for the answer another 
question which follows quickly upon the look amazement 
and wonder, and insinuating the correct answer the 
erroneous question. And yet these are but beginnings. The 
essential objective itself will only attained when our civil- 
ization enters upon new ways and the incentives question- 
ing come not present from sex precociousness, immature 
skepticism, and from fateful perception born life’s bitter 
necessities all which are but wellsprings error mod- 
ern civilization, higher and deeper Kultur, which unfor- 
tunately cannot expect our generation, will not only 
defer such questions more mature period the indi-

vidual, but will join these question sources into one well- 
spring; then, and only then, will the direct and full-fashioned 
answer made 

educate merely the intelligence, understanding, and will, 
omitting the imagination, memory, and emotion, not only 
fault omission, piece tragic folly. Thus, sense 
life degenerates from the instinctive the animalistic, under- 
standing becomes coldly self-seeking and domineering, the 
will inexorably consequential. Imagination liberates life from 
the thraldom the “single instance”; awakens creative- 
ness full color, tone, and form. But the imagination must 
duly curbed lest dull and blunt the edge mental exact- 
ness. Imagination leads the understanding untold riches, 
facility combinations, and the will longing for the ideal. 
Idealization cannot start too early the child mind. However, 
this piece education requires the hand artist; other- 
wise, training the imagination results merely debauches 
the phantasy and daydreaming. overburdened memory 
millstone about the neck the creative urge; well 
the self-motivation the understanding, which operates 
thus less logic than memory. Uncultivated memory, 
the other hand, brake the intelligence, even the 
point ineffectiveness. The individual who mentally clever 
later life exceptional; but the youthful memory must 
have been well cultivated. The greater the productiveness 
the intelligence, the more care must exercised with the 
memory. Memory necessary quickly marshal motives 
for the will. So-called weakness will frequently nothing 
other than memory weakness fatigue. Memory greater 
aid the will the moral life individual than 
memory the handmaid intelligence the intellectual 
sphere. 

Without memory, trained faculties become lame and falter- 
ing; hence, training the memory must hand hand with 
sharpening the other faculties. But purely mechanical 
memory work without concurrent use the understand- 
ing little value. Inducements for the will should 
embraced the memory not singly but groups.”
